Quick Overview: The project at issue involved the two-acre Van de Kamp’s Bakery 
building site (Building) 

in Los Angeles which the Los Angeles Community College District (LACCD) purchased 
in 2001 to 

construct a community college. After efforts were waged to save the VDK Site as a 
Historical Resource, an 

EIR update and to addenda by LACCD were prepared to analyze the impacts of the 
community college in the 
surrounding vicinity. 

In 2008, the LACCD realized that due to state budget cuts, it would be unable to operate 
the campus. In 

2009, in order to use the site for educational purposes, the LACCD Board adopted 
resolutions approving an 

interim use of the property and authorized a five-year lease of the Building to an outside 
tenant (Resolutions). 

The LACCD Board, however, decided that the lease agreement did not warrant 
additional environmental 

review, since the site would be used for the same educational functions contemplated in 
the EIR update and 
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addenda 

In 2010, appellant filed suit against the Board, challenging the adequacy of 2009 actions 
(CEQA I). Following the filing of CEQA I, in 2010, LACCD undertook additional actions 
furthering its Resolutions. These actions included leasing a portion of one building for 
employment training, adding indemnification provisions to the Purchase Agreement, and 
amending a contract to allow for additional architectural services. When the trial court 
denied appellant’s motion for CEQA 1, appellant filed a second petition (CEQA II) 
challenging the 2010 actions. LACCD thereafter filed demurrers for CEQA 1 and CEQA 
II petition claiming it was time-barred. The trial court sustained the demurrer without 
leave to amend and the appellate court upheld the trial court’s decision. 

In conclusion, the court found that the 2010 actions were merely mechanisms for 
implementing the 2009 Resolutions. As such, they did not re-trigger the 180-day statute 
of limitations. That statute had run, and appellant’s action was therefore time-barred. 

And therefore the VDK’s Board of Trustee’ is currently reviewing the renewal of their 
lease for the educational facility, in the Glassell Park - Fletcher Square Neighborhood of 
council districts 1 and 13 as the Environmental Sciences And Technology Charter 
Alliance commonly referred to as ESAT.

Metro Area's First RRFB Crosswalks Installed in Eagle Rock 

Flashing, pedestrian-activated crosswalks installed as part of Councilmember Fluizar’s 
plan - working with DOT & community - to slow down traffic, add bike lanes & improve 
Colorado Blvd 

(LOS ANGELES) January 31, 2014 - Councilmember Huizar announced today that 
three Rectangular Rapid Flashing Beacons (RRFBs) have been installed at crosswalks 
on Colorado Boulevard in Eagle Rock as part of a comprehensive “Complete Streets" 
plan to improve safety, add bike lanes and increase pedestrian access for local 
businesses. 

The RRFBs (flashing crosswalks) were installed by the City’s Department of 
Transportation (LADOT) and funded by the Office of Councilmember Huizar and 
Measure R funds - they are the first such crosswalks in the Los Angeles Metro area. 
Councilmember Huizar also provided funding for the construction of additional median 
space to accommodate two new Colorado Boulevard crosswalks that he helped add to 
the street. The RRFBs were added to the two new crosswalks at El Rio Avenue and 
Glen Iris Avenue. Another RRFBwas added to an existing crosswalk at Hermosa 
Avenue. 

In October, buffered bike lanes were installed on Colorado Boulevard, as well as the two 
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new crosswalks and median improvements from the Glendale Freeway (2 Fwy) to 
Figueroa Street. 

“These new flashing crosswalks are going to greatly enhance the safety on Colorado 
Boulevard and are a welcome addition to all the other improvements on the street,” said 
Councilmember Fluizar. “A big thanks to our city departments for working with us on this 
project and especially the community-based Take Back the Boulevard’ initiative. Efforts 
like these add to Eagle Rock’s small town feel - a well-earned reputation that has put the 
community on the map as one of the top neighborhoods in the entire nation.” 

Real estate brokerage firm Redfin recently named Eagle Rock the Nation's Number 2 
“hottest” community to live in. 

The improvements on Colorado Boulevard come after years of collaboration among 
Councilmember Jose Huizar, the Take Back the Boulevard initiative and other community 
organizations, LADOT and the Bureau of Street Services. Numerous community 
meetings were held to hear public feedback, much of which found its way into the 
street’s final re-design. 

Colorado Boulevard improvements include: 

• Lane reduction along the boulevard from six lanes to four lanes to slow traffic down and 
accommodate the additional upgrades. 

• Two new crosswalks on Colorado Boulevard at El Rio Avenue and Glen Iris Avenue. 

• Installation of buffered bike lanes on Colorado Boulevard. 

• Installation of over 60 bike racks at locations requested by local businesses. 

• Modifying the median striping along Colorado Boulevard to allow for vehicles to safely 
make left hand turns onto side streets. 

Councilmember Huizar is one of the City’s biggest “Complete Streets” proponents, 
piloting programs in CD14 to bring the first parklets and bike corrals to the City, which 
are now part of LADOT’s People Street program. 

He has also improved public and multi-modal access to the main corridors throughout 
his district - including the recently announced Road Diet for his Bringing Back Broadway 
initiative, bike lanes and new parks in Downtown, upgrades he facilitated on the First 
Street Arts Corridor in Boyle Heights, and the York and Huntington Drive Vision Plans 
Huizar led in Highland Park and El Sereno.

Damaged Florence Nightingale statue goes unrepaired 


It was three years ago that Lincoln Heights residents celebrated the $390,000 restoration 
of the The Lincoln Park Gateway, an Art Deco-style ceremonial entrance on the north 
edge of Lincoln Park. On Wednesday, conservation workers were back at the gateway 
scraping mineral deposits off the decorative tile and preparing to patch and fill holes in a 
maintenance and repair project that could take about a week to complete, according to 
one worker. But while the gateway on the north side of the park was getting some TLC, 
on the south side of Lincoln Park, another landmark remained broken and neglected. 


A statue of Florence Nightingale, one of the pioneers of modern nursing, looks could 
also use some repairs. The hands of the 1937 statue that had been broken off several 
years earlier have been replaced by a new set that are attached to the figure’s arm's with 
wire. The statue that overlooks Lincoln Park Lake looks better than it did seven years 
ago in a video that shows it covered with graffiti and its hands broken off. The remarks 
on the video offer some hope that “Flo" will eventually see better days: 
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At 70 years old she looks pretty bad. Her hands and her trusty lamp are missing. She 
has been vandalized and restored more than once here at Lincoln Park. I bet her 
missing parts are in the bottom of the lake. Hope this starts a “Save the Flo" campaign.

The film was produced by Real Women 
Have Curves Studio, an independent production company founded by Josefina Lopez 
whose mission is to make films that celebrate women of all shapes and sizes and reveal 
the authentic stories of Latinos in the U.S. "Detained in the Desert” is the new studio’s 
debut film. 

Preceding "Detained in the Desert," the Lummis Day Foundation is proud to present 
"Sacred Journey," a film by another Northeast L.A. filmmaker, Ernesto Quintero. “A 
Sacred Journey” is the story of a man struggling with amyotrophic lateral sclerosis (ALS) 
who shocks his family when he expresses his desire to give a mural to his community. 
With six months left to live, he embarks on a journey that allows his vision to be painted 
on the wall so that he may be forever remembered. As the mural slowly comes alive, the 
disease attacks his body with increasing ferocity and he faces the specter of a bedridden 
life, dependent on an artificial ventilator and a feeding tube without the ability to eat, 
speak or move. The completion of the mural becomes a race between the ravages of the 
disease and the energies of all who are involved in its creation.

Dana Contreras and Lulu Mykytyn are 3rd graders at Aldama Elementary in Highland 
Park. They have been friends since kindergarten. 

There is no doubt Courtney Mykytyn loves her Highland Park house. The character of 
the old building, the views, the extra space. 

But this beautiful hillside home is also at the heart of a very big conflict for her. 

Mykytyn, an anthropologist, and her husband, Roman, a film and TV editor, moved to 
Highland Park 16 years ago intentionally to live in a diverse neighborhood - and 
ultimately to give their children the kind of upbringing that would immerse them in a world 
populated with people of all kinds of backgrounds and financial means. 

But when they moved from a smaller house in the neighborhood to this three-bedroom 
place six months ago, they struggled with something their middle-class peers in more 
homogenous neighborhoods did not. 

"How do you not make [your kids] feel bad about what they do have, but then then keep 
it on the down-low without feeling guilty?" she asked me one recent afternoon on her 
couch. 

This is how she ultimately explained it to her 8-year-old daughter, Lulu: "You should be 
grateful for the things you have in your life. Not everyone has the same stuff. So you can 
be happy without being braggy." 

I can relate to Mykytyn’s dilemma. My husband and I are middle class and have two 
young children. When we lived in Harlem in New York, we took for granted the kind of 
diverse community Mykytyn sought out. 

Our close friends ranged from a single mother living in subsidized housing and recently 
arrived immigrants living with eight family members in a one-bedroom apartment, to 
friends who owned their own apartments and brownstones. 

Coming to Los Angeles not quite two years ago, I learned how segregated Los Angeles 
can be. I, too, found myself seeking out culturally and economically diverse preschools 
and neighborhoods. 
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So when I sat in Mykytyn’s living room for the first time in the fall, this story struck me 
personally. 

The Mykytyns are among countless white, middle-class families who have changed the 
face of Highland Park over more than a decade. Yoga studios and valet-parking 
restaurants are displacing party stores and bodegas. 

And that’s created a struggle in Highland Park that I first heard about when I was 
working on a series of stories about bilingual education. 

While some of the more affluent residents of Highland Park chose to send their kids to 
private schools or charters in other neighborhoods, others — like Mykytyn — wanted 
their kids to go to the local public school. But they also wanted their kids to get a good 
education, and Highland Park schools were low performing. 

Mykytyn and a group parents joined together to convince the Los Angeles Unified 
School District to allow the local elementary school, Aldama, to start a dual language 
program. Mykytyn and other parents knew they needed as many supportive and active 
parents as possible if the school was to succeed. So they began organizing. 

Today, Mykytyn’s daughter, Lulu, has a best friend, Dana Contreras, and both are in third 
grade at Aldama’s dual language program. 

The Contreras-Mejia family moved to Highland Park around the same time as the 
Mykytyns did. But their lives are very different: Multiple generations in a small, 
two-bedroom apartment. 

Dana shares a room with her parents, and her 16-year old brother shares the other 
bedroom with his grandmother. 

The differences struck me as I spent time with Dana and Lulu on a play-date after 
school. 

They were perched on a ledge outside Baskin-Robbins. The girls were eating ice cream, 
a treat from Dana’s mom and a nice break in both girls' regular straight-home-to-do- 
homework routine. As they giggled and plotted how to get Mejia to take them to the pet 
store so Dana could get a hamster, Mejia noticed that Lulu had a pretty, if a little chipped, 
professional manicure. As Mejia cooed over how pretty her nails were, Lulu and Dana 
both tried to change the subject. 

It seemed to me these girls understood this was an uncomfortable thing, and they clearly 
didn’t really want to dwell on it. Later, I asked Mejia if she takes Dana to salons for 
manicures and Mejia said: absolutely not. 

“Some things don’t make sense to me," she said. "If I don’t even do it for myself that 
often, why I would do it for an 8-year-old?" 

She said she’d talk to her daughter about it later - just like Mykytyn had done with her 
kids about striking the right tone with friends when they talked about things they have 
that others might not, like Lulu's gift from her grandmother of an expensive sketch book. 

There were ail these parallel conversations going on after and before school and play 
dates to make these relationships work. Teachable moments, in education-speak. 

But it struck me how much easier it would be for these families to not to try to breach the 
socio-economic gulf. 
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And yet, they were doing it. Every day. 

When Mejia’s son, Danny, confided in me that - sure, he’d love to have his own room 
and not have to share with his grandmother - his mom interjected. 

“I would just like to say, what does being wealthy mean? Having money doesn't mean 
being happy,” Mejia said. 

Then she told a story about getting a tax refund and going to the mall to spend the 
money. As she was shopping for a brand-label handbag, she realized that these material 
things don't make her happy. 

From the look on the kids faces, it was obvious they’d heard this story before. 

UCLA professor and director of the school's civil rights project, Gary Orfield, lauds these 
families for having the hard conversations to explain class differences to their young 
kids. 

“There's some discomfort in crossing race and class lines, but you really do understand 
the reality of the world much more effectively if you do that,” he said. "Children need to 
develop understanding and empathy that go across these lines." 

There are a lot of things I learned in this story that didn't make it into the radio feature 
you’ll hear if you click the link above. 

I learned from researchers across the country that classrooms with true socio-economic 
diversity generally mean all the kids do better academically. Middle-class kids are not 
doing worse by being in class with kids from a lower income families. 

I learned that children glean wonderful lessons from having deep friendships with kids 
who either have distinctly more or distinctly less than them - and that these are life 
lessons that cannot be written into some lesson plan and taught in a classroom. 

And maybe, most importantly, I learned that even when feelings get hurt, or third graders 
or their mothers feel misunderstood or judged, some families want to keep at it. They 
truly value what a family that's very different from their own adds to their lives.
